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Missouri River Flooding Status 


Missouri received significant amounts of precipitation over the past 
seven days, with a wide band moving over southern Missouri. Most of 
the state received 1.5-4.0 inches, while parts of the state received 5.0- 
10.0 inches of precipitation. The Meramec River System was greatly 
impacted and is still experiencing flooding. 


A majority of Missouri is forecast to receive 0.1-0.25 an inch of 
precipitation over the next seven days. The southern region Missouri is 
expected to receive 0.5-1 inch. 


The 6-10 Day Precipitation Forecast predicts near normal precipitation. 
The 10-14 Day Precipitation Forecast predicts mostly leaning above 
normal precipitation conditions with near normal precipitation in the 
southwest corner of the state.
